Manufacturers Expect Action 
This Year, 


NO LOSS TO THE RAILROADS 


TOLLS CAN BE DISTRIBUTED AND 
ABSORBED IN TRAFFIC BILLS. 


President Kingsland of the St. Louis 
Manufacturers’ Association Says 
the End of the Long Fight 
Now Seems Near. 


Mr. L. D. Kingsland, president of the St. 
Louis Manufacturers’ Association, said to 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday: 

‘“‘Present indications point to the abolition 
of the bridge arbitrary within the year 1901. 

‘"The railroads, acting voluntarily, are ex- 


pected to be the means of bringing about 
the condition for which every St. Louis 
business man has hoped so long. 

‘They reaiize that their interests are iden- 
tical with those of the city and that what- 
ever will heip St. Louis will help them. 

‘They know that the necessities of St. 
Louls trade demand that the bridge arbi- 
trary shall be removed. 

“They have the interests of the city at 
heart, I believe, and will remove the only 
obstacle to 8t. Louis’ trade. 

“The loss to the bridge company {fn tne 
arbitrary will be ———— for by the 
er gd hg of the usuai charges in the bills 
of lading, thus distributing among the dif- 
ferent railroads the cost instead of assess- 
ing all of it against St. Louis. 

“The St. Louis Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion has been at work on this plan for 
five years and there is every reason to 
believe that success will soon grown its 
efforts. 

‘The railroads have manifested a spirit 
of fairness in the negotiations and we ex- 
pect great things from them.’’. 


Will Not Move 
From St. Louis Now. 

So strong is the belief in business and 
manufacturing circles that the arbitrary is 
to be lifted that several firms that an- 
nounced recently that they expected to 
move te Hast St. Louis on account of this 
obstacle have decided to remain in St. 
Louis, if this action is taken. 

They have accordingly postponed their re- 
movai indefinitely. 

Among the firms that were reported as 
about to move to East St. Louis was the 
American Ingulating Material Manufactur- 
ing Co. of 213 North Third street. Mr. F. 
K, Sawyer, its general manager, who is also 
an active member of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, said to the Post-Dispatch ‘ihurs- 


“We have never had any intention of 
going to Hast St. Louis, so that the rumor 
that the bridge arbitrary 1s to be lifted 
could not have had any part in our remain- 
ing in St. Louis. 

“But I know of several firms that have 
had ve flattering offers from East St. 
Louls who have refused them upon an as- 
surance that the arbitrary was to be lifted. 
puey will remain in St. Louis if that Is 

one. 


No Sacrifice 
on Part of Railroads. 

“There would not be any sacrifice on the 
part of the rairoads in lifting the bridge 
arbitrary. It is unquestionably their inter- 
est to co BO, 

“In ‘rst place the charges can be dis- 

+ nong the different railroads and 

‘ n the traffic bills. In the second 

place, increase of business will more 
than cvo.apensate for the loss. 

“Iam not familiar with the status of tne 
negotiations between the St. Louls Manu- 
acturers’ Association and the ralircads, but 
the manuiacturers of the city believe they 
will terminate successfully.’

SURE HE SHOT ONE MAN 


POLICE JOINED THE CHASE AND 
ARRESTED MICKEY MACK. 


Victim of the Assault Declares Pris- 
oner Is the Man Who Snatched 
His Purse as He Was 
Boarding a Car. 


VY. VY. Ing, a lawyer from Greenville, Mo., 
is confident that he shot and seriously 
wounded one of two men who attempted to 
rob him in front of Union Station at 1:10 
o'clock Thursday morning. 

Sergt. 
McNamara, alias ‘“‘Mickey Mack,’ who, 
Ing says, is one of his assailants. The po- 
lice searched for the wounded highwayman, 
but could not find him. 

Mr. Ing and William Woods, 
merchant from Greenviile, Mo., reached 
St. Louis after midnight, and waited at 


Union Station for the 1:10 owl car to take | ten 


them to the Laclede Hctel. As they walked 
from the station two men approached them. 
They brushed up against them as though 
they too intended to board the car. 

As Ing caught the railing on the car he 
felt one of the men’s hands dive into his 

ocket. His large leather pocket book was 

rought out. Ing relaxed his grasp on 
the railing and caught hold of the man who 
had his purse. 

Ing is powerful and active. In an instant 
he twisted the man so that he dropped the 
Purse with a cry of pain. As Ing stooped 
to recover his property the robber broke 
from his grasp. 


Second Man Came 
to Companion’s Aid. 
The second man then took a hand. He 


dealt Ing a blew in the face with his fist. 
Ing was staggered, but only for a moment. 
He reached for his pistol pocket and drew 
a revolver. With his assailants less than 
a dozen feet away he pressed the trigger. 

One man staggered for a moment. ing 
afterwards told the police, and then he ran 
west on Market street. he other man ran 
east on Market street and sprang aboard 
of the car that had just passed. 

Sergt. Nolte was walking south on Figh- 
teenth street when he heard the shot. He 
ran to Market street and saw a man run- 
ning at full speed and saw him swing onto 
the car. As the car slowed for the cross- 
ing the sergeant ran and climbed on him- 
seif. He went up to the fellow he saw 
board the car and told him he would have 
to come off while he investigated the shoot- 
ing. The fellow averted his face and re- 
fused to accompany the policeman. 


Mickey Mack Fought 
the Police Sergeant. 
In the struggle that followed Sergt. Nolte 
got a full view of his opponent’s face and 


recognized him as Mickey Mack. a “ 
time offender. The etrugsie was renowen 
and the policeman and the prisoner rolled 
off the car together. On the ground Mickey 
—— was aa dued. 

Other policemen appeared with Inge and 
Woods. Ing said that he was sure “A had 
wounded the other highwayman, as he was 
a sure shot. He said Mickey Mack was the 
man who had taken his purse from his 
pocket. 

Mickey Mack was released from the 
Workhouse on May 27, after having served 
a three-months’ sentence on his plea of 
guilty to the charge of larceny.

BE THE DEFENSE 


Mrs. Kennedy’s Plea Placed 
Before the Jury. 


HER GRAY EYES GLITTERED 


WATCHED JURY AS HER SHAME 
WAS EXPQRBD, 


& 


The Woman Is Confident of Acquittal 
and Has Not a Mite of Remorse 
for Killing Her Hus- 
band. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 6.—‘‘Conspiracy 
to murder, fear of exposure of a woman's 
shame furnishing the motive.’’ that is the 
line of the prosecution against Mrs. Lulu 
Prince Kennedy, on trial for killing her 
husband. 

In his address to the jury Prosecuting 
Attorney Hadley made this plain, so plain 
that the steel-gray of Mrs. Kennedy's eyes 
glittered as their glances shifted from the 
face of the lawver to the faces of the 
jurors. 

Minutely the woman noticed the effect 


of this disclosure upon the minds of the 
men who hold her fate in their keeping. 

“IT will state,’’ said Mr. Hadley, ‘that 
Philip Kennedy was murdered as a result 
of a conspiracy in which Lulu Kennedy, 
Bert, C. W. and Will Prince were the act- 
ers. Along in 1900 there came to Kansas City 
a baseball player named Case Patten, who 
formed the acquaintance of Lulu Prince. 
Their relations soon became infimate. In Oc- 
tober, 1900, Patten left town hurriedly. Miss 
Prince went to Dr. Cross and stated that 
she was in a serious condition and asked 
to have treatment, saying that she was the 
wife of Case Patten. 

“On the morning of Dec. 4 Philip Ken- 
nedy went to the office of C. H. Nearin 
in response to a ‘telephone message. an 
was told that he had to marry Lulu Prince 
or be killed by Mr. Prince. Kennedy said 
he would have to be killed, as there was 
nv reason why he should marry her, as he 
was already engaged te be married. He 
left the office of Mr. N@aring, and, as he 
stepped out in the, hallway, he was sur- 
rounded by Will Prince, °C. W. Prince and 
lulu Prince, and @ W# Prince told Ken- 
nedy that he must marrf his daughter im- 
mediately or be a dead man in five tninutes. 
Phil Kennedy's nerve ied him and he 
married the girl that afternoon. 

“When Kennedy refus to live with the 
woman he was forced to rry and began 
suit for divorce. the fear jof osure .in 
the divorce proceeding led Mrs. ennedy, 
abetted by her family, to kill her husband.”’ 

When the trial began today Mrs. Kenne- 
dy, tollowed by her mother-and sister, Mrs. 
Leon, walked through tBe jail entrance into 
the courtroom. She préreeded to the same 
seat she occupied yesterday. at the south 
end of the table for th® attornevs of the 
defense. with her back to the audience. 
Evidently the speetators were not familiar 
wtih her features, because at first she at- 
tracted very little attention. Gradually, 
however, sic was recognized first by one 
and then another. The wave of recognition 
was very apparent as it swept over the 
room. First one row made Known that it 
knew her, then another, until by nudges 


and nods every neck in the room was 
stretched to its utmost looking at the back 
of the defendant's head. 

Mrs. Kennedy does not think she wilil be 
convicted. She has said repeatedly that 
she expected to be set free at the close of 
her ertal. She has got her mind in such 
a condition that she can hold this belie 
steadily. It eveludes the fear that she 
would otherwise experience.

Judge James Gibson of the circuit court 
will be a witness in behalf of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy. His name was given to the county | 
marshal yesterday afternoon as one of a 
list of 17 new witnesses for the defense 
who will be served today. 

Judge Gibson performed the ceremony 
when Lulu Prince and Philip Kennedy took | 
the marriage vows. He has said that he} 
noticed no signs of coercion or duress and | 
that if he had noticed indications of Ken- | 
nedy being forced into marriage he would ' 
not have performed the ceremony. 

The defense will have other witnesses to 
show that Kennedy was in no danger when 
he took Miss Prince to be his wife. 

Although there is considerable speculation | 
as to what Judge Woford’'s instructions in 
the Kennedy case will be, it is practically | 
certain that he will instruct the jury that, 
it may find for murder in the first degree, | 
second degree, or manslaughter in the 
fourth degree. Under these instructions! 
the jury, in case Mrs. Kennedy is found 
gulltyg will be allowed the widest latitude 
in assessing the punishment. If it Is a first 
degree verdict the jury has no choice ex-, 
cept to condemn her to death by hanging. | 
If second degree, she must be sent to the; 
penitentiary for any number of years over | 
ten years. If it is manslaughter in the | 
fourth degree. Mrs. Kennedy may be sent 
to state’s prison for not more than two 
years, or to the county jail for not less; 
than three months or over one year. | 

Attorney Nearing outlined the plan of the | 
defense today. 

After tracing the attentions paid by Ken- 
nedy to the defendant declaring that they 
had become engaged to be married and the | 


date of the wedding set after they had been h 


engaged for some time, Kennedy. he as- | 
serted, postponed the wedding, and finaliy | 
under guise of the engagement, betrayed | 
her. Then he paid her expenses to leave the 
city.

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IDELABAR CASE SUBMITTED 


Attorney Lehmann Contended That 
Excise Commissioner Seibert 
Acted Within the Law. 


Judge Zachritz heard the arguments of 
the attorneys Thursday morning in -the 
certiorari proceedings of August Delabar, 
saloonkeeper at 200 South Broadway, 
against Excise Commissioner J. M. Seibert, 
brought to have the record of the proceed- 
ings leading up to the revocation of Dela- 
bar’s license laid before the circuit court. 

Clfiries Fensky and T. C. Eggers repre- 
sented Delabar, F. W, Lehmann represen- 
ted the excise commissioner. 

Judge Zachritz took the case under ad- 
visement. 

The euit was broreht to test the validity 
of the excise commissioner's order clos- 
ing all saloons between the hours of 1 and 
5 a. m. under penalty of a revocation ot 
thefr license on the ground that they were 
disorderly places. 

Attorneys Fensky and Eggers argued 
that it rested with the excise commissioner 
to prove that Delabar kept a disorderly 
place before he revoked the license. They 
contended that he had not presented suc 
proof and therefore had exceeded his au- 
thority in revoking the license. They de- 
clared that the offenses which ase au 
saloon disorderly were named specifically in 
ihe statutes. 

Attorney Lehmann on behalf of the ex- 
cise commissioner argued that there were 
offenses not named in the statutes which, 
if committed in a saloon, made that saléon 
a disorderly place, 

Common experience, declared he, is that 
saloons kept open during the early morn- 
ing hours are disorderly. If Delabar's place 
is an exception to the common experience, 
according to Mr. Lehmann, it rested with 
Delabar to prove that. He id there was 
no contention in Delabar’s petition that 
his place was orderly. 

Saloons and liquor selling, said Mr. Leh- 
mann, are merely legalized evils. The 
Statutes provided officers who should regu- 
late them, bestowing upon such officers dis- 
cretionary powers as to the granting of li- 
censes for saloons. Their powers were noi 
defined specifically by the statutes. Under 
such provisions the excise commissioner 
was acting lawfully in deciding that places 
open between 1 and 5 a. m. were disor- 
aeriy, 

Mr. Lehmann further contended that the 
petition for a writ of certiorari did not 
bring before the court the legality of the 
excise commissioner’s general order about 
closing, but merely his order revoking Del- 
abar’s license. 

It was merely a question as to whether

SCRIPT SETTLED BY POLLY. 


SUIT DRAGGED FOR 18 YEARS 


Possession of the Psalm Singing Bird 
Settled That of the “Child’s His- 
tory of England.”

NEW YORK, June 6.—A parrot with a

CHILi STANDS A VICTOR. 


Her Arbitration Contention Is Upheld 
by President McKinley. 
WASHINGTON, June 6—Chili is dis- 
tinctly the victor in the discussion which 
has risen over the question of arbitration 
to be considered by the coming Pan- 

American congress. 
The administration has virtually decided 
not to agree to eny Suggestions put fem 
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ward by Peru or her allies removing the 
limitation placed by the executive commit- 
tee of the bureau of American republics 
on the subject of arbitration. That prin- 
ciple, under the decision of the committee, 
can -only apply to future questions. 
Furthermore, even if Peru and Bolivia do 
decline to participate, the congress will be 
held without them. 

It is the earnest wish of the President 
that all the republics be represented at 
the congress. t has been pointed out to 
Peru that it is distinctly to her interest to 
take part; that to stay away would be to 
deprive her of the sympathy which some 
of her sister states have extended to her. 
While the United States would like to 
See an early settlement of the Tacna-Arica 
controversy, it cannot take sides, and it 
cannot afford to permit the question to be 
dragged into the congress and perhaps 
wreck the meeting. 
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TRADE IS GROWING 


INCREASE OF COMMERCE WITH 
THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


STATISTICS OF THE PAST YEAR 


They Show a Growth of 72 Per Cent 
in the Importation of Mer- 
chandise. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Importations of 
merchandise into the Philippine Islands for 
the first three-quarters of 1900 showed an 
increase of $658,321, or 72 per cent over the 
amount for the same period of 1899, ac- 
cording to a statement made public by the 
division of insular affairs of the war de- 
partment today. During the period stated 
of 1900, merchandise to the value of $1,- 
571,972 came into the Philippines from the 
United States, while in 1899 the figures were 
$913, 651. 

The total value of merchandise imported 
from all countries from January to October 
of 1900 was $17,187,991, as against $14,163,242 
during the same period of the preceding 
year. This shows an increase of $3,024,719, 
or 21 per cent. European and Asiatic coun- 
tries combined sent over $15,000,000 worth of 
the total importation in 199%. An interest-

®wegan His Peculiar Mission in San 
Francisco and Aided Struggling 
Churches in Every City 
of the Land.

CHICAGO, June 6.—In the death of Bd- 
ward Kimball the church world loses a 
worker.whose good deeds will live always. 
It was Edward Kimball who converted 
Dwight L. Moody in the old Mount Vernon 
church in Boston and who raised more 
money to pav off church debts than any 
other religious worker in the world. 

Unordained, without special preparation, 
but with all the enthusiasm inspired by re- 
ligion, Edward Kimball made his influence 
felt from one end of the United States to 
the other. In two Sundays he raised a debt 
of $110000 on Dr. Robinson's Presbyterian 
church in New York. It was said of him 
that no matter how regretfully his hearers 
gave up their monéy to other causes, he 
could make them do it with a smile for the 
church. 

He was 78 years old, but had retained re- 
markably good health until very recently. 
He suffered no organic ailment and was 
mercifully spared the tortures of disease. 
It was a case of serene. painless dissolu- 
tion, due to old age. 

Mr. Kimball did not find his real life 
work until 1877. In that vear he visited 
San Francisco. While there he filled the 
pulpit of the Westminster mission on Sun- 
Gays. He found the church overwhelmed 
with debt. His eloquence gathered the peo- 
ple together in large crowds and he raised 
enough by voluntary contributions to clear 
off the mortgage against the property. 

When he saw the beneficial results of his 
work he determined to throw aside all other 
occupations and devote himself to freeing 
the churches from their financial burdens. 
He was wonderfully successful. 

In Chicago he was instrumental tn rais- 
ing the debts on Dr. Lorimer’s Baptist 
Church, the Lincoln Park Congregational 
Church, the Union Park Congregational 
Church and many others. 

In San Francisco the First Congregation- 
al Church, the First Presbyterian Church, 
the Howard Presbyterian Church, the First 
Congregational Chuch of Oakland «2:4 oth- 
ers owe their present prosperity largely to 
his efforts. 

In Portland, Tacoma, Denver, New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Newark and even to 
the confines of Nova Scotia his work was 
extended. Only by sickness was he com- 
pelled to abandon it. 

No denomination or creed was favored. 
Methodists, Presbyterians, Baptists, Con- 

gationalists were treated alike. Mr. 

imball’s eloquence and great energy were 
always at their service, 

Mr. Kimball passed a useful and event- 
ful life. He was born in Rowley, Mass., 
July 29, 1823. He received a common school 
‘education and studied-in the loca! a 
mies. His parents had intended he should 
study for the ministry, but his heaith at 
that time prevented {! He succeeded his 
father, a New Englander, as teacher in one 
of the local schools, but when 23 years old 
went to Boston and engaged in the carpet 
business. He had the distinction of being 
the first traveling man in the United States 
to handle carpets outside of the [écal ter- 
ritory. Afterward he became head of the 
firm of Kimball, Felt & Wentworth. 

While living in Boston he was an offi- 
cer of the ount Vernon Congregational 
Church and taught in the Sunday school. 
One of his brightest pupils was Dwight L. 
Moody, and Mr. Kimball was the means of 
his conversion. In the life of Mr. Moody, 

ublished by Revell & Co. of Chicago, the 
neident is mentioned, and the great reviv- 
alist acknowledges his debt to his old 
teacher. 

From 1868 to 1872 Mr. Kimball was en- 
gaged in the wholesale hardware and cut- 
ery business in New York. He came to 
Chicago after the fire and was employed 
oe the A. H. Andrews Company for six 

ears , 

In 1879 he abandoned business entirely and 
Gevoted himself to church work. Since then 
he had raised over $15,000,000 among the 
different denominations to pay off church 
mortgages and other debts. Probably novo 
other man was so well known in church cir- 
cles in America as Mr. Kimball. 

He was twice married. His first wife was 

a Jane Henchman, dapghter of Dr. 
el Henchman, an old resident physician 
and chemist of Boston, whom he wedded 
-Febd. 14, 1850. By this marriage he had 

four children, three of whom are now liv-

LIFE SAVING FENDERS. 


President Phillips of the Board of Public Improvements is 
quoted as declaring his intention to enforce the fender ordi- 
nance requiring the street railways to equip all cars with 
approved life saving fenders. 

Coupled with Judge Wood's charge to the grandjury the 
purpose of President Phillips marks a victory for public 
sentiment persistently expressed through the Post-Dispatch 
for the protection of life and limb in the streets. 

The fender ordinance has never been properly enforced. 
Only one system—the Scullin lines—adopted an approved 
life-saving fender and on these cars part of the equipment, 
the wheel guard, was omitted. The record of these approved 
fenders even without the complete equipment is excellent 
and in marked contrast with the makeshift contrivances on 
other ‘lines. : | i 

The report of the Baltimore fender commission published 
previous to the adoption of the St. Louis ordinance is an 
excellent guide in the selection of fenders. It records the re- 
sults of careful investigation and specifies the equipment 
most efficient in the saving of life. 

The present members of the Board of Public Improvements 
would do well to give careful consideration to the fender 
question and give effect to their conclusions in the enforce- 
ment of the law. Their labor would be amply repaid in the 
saving of lives and limbs.

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AN ALL-WOMAN MINISTRY. 


Hugo Munsterberg, a German professor, writing in the In- 
ternational Monthly for June, says that in thirty years from 
now, judging by recent history, the Protestant ministry will 
be a female ministry, nearly every pulpit being occupied by 
awoman. He makes this prediction because women have al- 
most monopolized the public school teaching profession in 
the last thirty years, and asks where this is all to end. 

Female preachers are increasing in number, but the condi- 
tions are not similar in the two professions of teaching and 
preaching. The teacher is paid by the city or state. The 
preacher, in this country, is paid by his congregation or his 
church. And, as Prof. Munsterberg says, in employing women 
almost éxclusively to teach, the nation has given the educa- 
tion of its young “‘into the hands of the lowest bidder.” 

Although preachers as a whole are badly paid, there is stil) 
opportunity fur men in the ministry. Women are not yet 
underbidding men for possession of the pulpit.

It was an oversight that the gentle and beautiful pigeon 
Was not included in the law providing for the protection 
of birds in Missouri. Hundreds of pigeons are being killed 
and maimed at the various local shooting matches, just to 
tést the skill of marksmen, although the clay “pigeon” and 
other targets wouid answer the purpose. 

At these matches, where these delicate and harmless birds 
are slaughtered wholesale, women and children look on, there- 
by inducing callcusness of heart and disregard for life.

In the electrica] storm Tuesday evening nearly a dozen 
buildings in St. Louis were struck, some of which were seri- 
ously damaged.

Enough of the roast leg of mutton will 
leave the table of the normal family of 
four to make hash for breakfast the day 
after. A quart of potatoes will be nec- 
essary, since the dish is to be the chief 
one at the meal. These, previously 
boiled, are to be chopped finely, and the 
cold meat also. A little butter well 
browned before the hagh is put in the 
frying-pan, a bit of chopped parsley and 
an onion added The hash should be 
well browned. 

Two tins of muffins, eight cups in each 
tin, should be served. An excellent 
recipe for muffins, when baked accord- 
ing to directions, follows. 

The cost of this breakfast is ridicu- 
lously low. The rhubarb will be 5 cents, 
the oatmeal will cost 5 cents, the pota-
